The finding was made public when the United Nations released a 
22-page report adopted unanim ously Thursday by the scientists who 
make up the commission's .scientific and 
technical 
comm ittee

report will be subm itted to the commission's committee No 2 (political) 
at a m eeting here W ednesday . 
' With regard to the question posed by committee 
No. 2, 
whether 
effective control of atom ic energy is passible,' we do not find any basis 
in the available scientific facts for supporting th at effective control 
Is not technologically feasible,” the report said.

Veteran Insurance In 
Decline, Report Shows 


COLUMBUS, Sept. 28.—Approx i­ 
mately 57 per cent of the World War 
II v eterans in Ohio, Michigan and 
Kentucky hav e permitted their G.I, 
insurance to lapse, it was indicated 
today in a spot-check surv ey by the 
Veterans Administration. 
The VA, pointing out that the 
v eterans still can pick up their 
lapsed insurance or increase it to 
the $10.000 max imum, reported that 
reinstatements av eraged 5 per cent 
in the three-state area. 
In Kentucky 6 2.7 per cent of the 
v eterans dropped their policies. The 
figure was 55.4 per cent in Michi­ 
gan and 54 8 per cent in Ohio. 
The VA said v eterans in th? area 
had a potential insurance v alue of 
more than 14 billion dollars await­ 
ing them.
